THE PARALLEL CASE OF TEXAS.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 8.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Samuel Parker, formerly 
Minister of Foreign Affairs of Hawaii 
government of ex-Queen 
Liliuokalani, and a large land-owner 
of the islands, accompanied by two 
daughters and a son, is at the Cali- 
fornia Hotel. 
_ Parker is recognized as the richest. 
jas well as the most influential native 
Hawaiian of the islands. He has beef 
‘“nown as one of those advisers in 
whom the ex-Queen placed the most, 
confidence, and his loyalty to her in’ 
terests has never been questioned. This 
lends greater weight, therefore, to his 
positive declaration that he has given 
up all hope of any restoration of the 
monarchy, and is heartily in favor of 


annexation. Parker said that the intel- 


ligent people there, natives as well as 
foreigners, are anxiously looking. for- 
ward to the consummation of annexa- 
tion. 


“Although up to this time,” he said, | 


“I have not publicly expressed my 
sentiments on the question, after due 
consideration I have concluded that 
annexation pure and simple, would be 
a blessing to our islands. Of course, 
as a Hawalian, I should have liked to 
see the Queen restored, but as this now 
appears impossible, I wish to put my- 
self on record as an annexationist. 
“Take the better classes of Ha- 
waiians, especially the property-own- 
ers, a great many of them, to my per- 
sonal knowledge, feel as I do. Influ- 


fences have been used at the islands 


to make the natives believe the res- 
toration of their Queen can be brought 
about, and petitions have been circu- 
lated asking the United States Con- 
gress to act in that direction. They 
believe that the Queen will be restored 
to them, and for that reason do not 
take the oath of allegiance to support 
the present government. 

“Now, while many have signed such 
petitions, if they could be convinced 
that restoration was an impossibility, 
they would to a man become annexa- 
tionieta rather than continue under 
the present state of affairs. | shall re- 
turn to the islands at the end of this 
month, and will begin a campaign of 
education among my people, showing 
them the utter unreliability of the re- 
ports sent from here, by which they 
are made to believe in the eure return 
of the monarchial form of govern- 
ment.” 

SENATOR MORGAN SPEAKS. 


Finds a Paralicl fer Hawaii in the 
Case of Texas. 
(BY THE TIMES SYRCIAL WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 8.—[Special 
Dispatch.) Advices from Honolulu un- 
der date of October 1 say that United 
States Senator Morgan of Alabama 
made his first public appearance be- 
fore the Hawaiian people on the even- 
ing of September at Kawailahao 
Church, on which occasion, at the in- 
starice of several prominent Hawaiians, 
he delivered an address to natives upon 
the benefite of annexation. The church 
wae crowded to the doors. It is esti- 
mated that between seven and eight 
hundred people were present, of which 
fully three hundred were native Ha- 
waltians. Among other things in the 
course of his. speech, 
said: 

“| suppose no American Senator 
ever had a more important duty to 
perform than I have. Since I have 
been in Hawaii I have felt as if I 
were in a part of America to which

“Almost every island in the South 
Pacific is now in the hands of either 
Germany, France or Great Britain, and 
my opinion is that the only salvation 
for the Hawaiian Islands is in annexa- 
tion to the United States. The 75,000,- 
000 people n the United States are not 
going to permit foreign aggression in 
these islands. There have been four 
offers of this country to the United 
States, but until Hawaii became a re- 
public we could not consider one of 
them. A_ republic like the United 
States cannot have a kingdom or an 
empire as a colony; the entire govern- 
ment from end to end must be repub- 
lican; it cannot be in any way royal. 
We cannot recognize anything mon- 
archial. 

“The United States is able to carry 
out any contract, and will do so. This 
provision will be a continual benefit to 
the people of Hawaii. If I told my col- 
leagues all I had seen here, the intelli- 
gence, strength and excellence of the 
people, they would be as surprised as 
I have been. I shall take pleasure in 
informing my colleagues in the Sen- 
ate of what I have seen here; of the 
fertility of the soil of these islands; 
the intelligence and physique of their 
inhabtants, and also of their evident

AKIYAMA’S CHAGRIN. 


Recalled from Hawali, the Council- 


lor Tries to Kill Himself. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 8.—The 
Japan Mail of September 22 has the 
following account of the attempted sui- 
cide of Councillor Akiyama, the news 
of which was brought from Japan by 
the steamship China today: 

“Mr. Akiyama, a Councillor of the 
Foreign Office, who was sent to Ha- 
wali in connection with the emigra- 
tion trouble, and who left Honolulu 
for Japan on July 24, has ween in a 
melancholy frame of mind ever®since 
his return to Tokio. Nothing calcu- 
lated to weigh upon his spirits had 
occurred, so far as the public knows, 
during his stay in Hawaii. He seems 
to have discharged his mission there 
in a perfectly satisfactory manner, and 
the agreement with reference to arbi- 
tration had been concluded before he 
left Honolulu. Still, from the time 


_of-his return, it was evident that he 


had some cause of chagrin. 

“At 2 o'clock on the 20th, he went 
away from the Foreign Uffice, saying 
that he felt unwell, and on reaching 
home, he complained of suffering, and 
retired to lie down, having first par- 
taken of some tea prepared by his 
mother. About half an hour later, a 
member of the household entered his 
room and found him vathed in blood. 
A sword about three feet long was 
grasped in his right hand, and several 
severe wounds were visible in his neck 
and stomach. He was almost uncon- 
scious, but owing to tne difficulty of 
using a weapon of such dength for sui- 
cida! purposes, according to the ortho- 
dox Japanese fashion, he had failed 
to inflict mortal injuries, 

“It would seem that when he 
plunged the sword into his stomach 
and attempted to draw it across, the 
impossibility of guiding it correctly re- 
sulted in its glancing u aware qpainet 
the ribs on the left and ai- 
though an effort was A. to change 
the direction to the right, the en- 
feebling effect of the first cut rendered 
his efforts unavailing. The wound in 
the stomach was eight inches long and 
two inches deep, and a wound in the 
throat was two inches long and seven- 
tenths of an inch deep. 

“When Mr. Akiyama’'s mother raised 
his head and asked him what had in- 
duced him to take such a course, he 
made no answer, but managed to let 
it be understood that he did not wish 
to have medical aid. A physician was 
soon on the spot, however, and the 
wounds were treated, that in the stom- 
ach requiring fifty stitches. It is un- 
derstood to be the doctor’s opinion that 
if no complications ensue, a fata) re- 
sult need not be apprehended. 

“The almost invariabie custom with 

a Japanese who contemplates suicide 
is to leave a written statement of h's 
reasons for the act, but nothing of 
this kind has been found in Mr. Aki- 
yama'’s case, and it is, of course, idle 
to speculate on the motives by which 
he was influenced. Possibly the simple 
explanation is mental derangement, 
but yg &- there is a disposition to

Frighiful. Safferings on an Ice Floe 
After the Escape from the 
Wrecked Vessel, 


‘MATE DIAZ TELLS THE STORY. 


STARVING MEN IN A STORM IN AN 
OPEN BOAT. 


Thrown Upon the Floes They Have 
Recourse to Their Skin Clothing 
for Food—Helpless Gomrades | 
Abandoned—Rescue, 


[BY TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 8.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Fourteen more of the crew 
of the wrecked whaling steamer Na- 
varch have escaped death in the Arc- 
tic seas. The news of their safetv was 
brought to port by whaling schooner 
Bonanza, which arrived this evening 
from Point Barrow with a cargo of 
Arctic products, and in her forecastle 
one of the fourteen rescued sailors, 
Enos N. Diaz, third mate of the 
wrecked vessel. He had to be assisted 
ashore, and though the best of car 


‘had been given him on the voyage, h 


was still weak and suffering intensely 
from -exposure, and hardships he had 
undergone. His vocal cords are para- 
lyzed, and it was with the greatest 
difficulty he could tell the story of the 
shipwreck and of his twelve days on 
the drifting icebergs and his rescue. 

The Navarch was pinched in ice, 
Diaz related, and in a few minutes 
after she 'Was caught she was so 
crushed that her bottom was almost 
like kindling wood. The captain had. 
his wife with him, and she and her 
husband and the first and fourth mates 


were given the smallest and lightest 
‘boat’ to drag over the ice to the edge 


of the jam, so that they could make 
shore and seek assistance for the rest 
of the crew. They were over a week in 
dragging the boat over the ice, and 
several times they returned to. the 
ship for shelter from the fierce storms. 
The first that arose lasted nearly a 
week. It was bitter cold, and in the 
gale the ice on which the shivering 


‘men were camped surged under them 


and threatened to break. Several of 
the sailors died during that storm from 


exposure. Several others attempted to 


reach the edge of the floe in the hope 
of making their way to land or of at- 
tracting the attention of some vessel 
which might be passing. They fell 


‘through cracks in the ice field and 
were drowned. 


The storm continued 
almost a week, and the men who re- 
mained had given up all hope of res- 
cue, and were even happy in the 
thought of death. 

“We were all lying in the shelter of 
a hummock of ice waiting for death,” 
said Diaz, “when the ice was thrown 
about violently. It appeared as though

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 8.—The fate 
of the crew of the steam whaler Na- 
varch of New Bedford, which was 
wrecked in the Arctic August 11, is no 
longer in doubt. As is already known, 
the captain, his wife, and the first and 
fourth officers, who succeeded in es- 
caping from the vessel after she was 
caught in the ice, were picked up by 
the United States revenue cutter Bear. 
The other thirty men on board the ill- 
fated vessel were supposed to have per- 
ished. 

The news of the death of fourteen of 
these men and the rescue of the other 
sixteen was brought to this city today 
by E. M. Diaz, one of the survivors, 
who came down on the steam. whaler 
Bonanza, from Point Barrow. Diaz is 
a Portuguese. He relates a harrowing 
tale of suffering and starvation in the 
ice-bound North. After the Navarch 
had been nipped by the icebergs and 
the captain, his wife and the two offi- 
cers had been fortunate enough to 
reach open water in the gig, the others 
stayed by their vessel as long as possi- 
ble. The food =aq.y rapidly became 
exhausted, «een of. the men died, 
and finally ene vessel went to pieces 
and sank. 

The sixteen survivors tried to make 
their way south over the ice, but soon 
found themselves adrift on a floe. For 
twelve days they drifted with the ocean 
currents, suffering the most intense 
torture from hunger. They were re- 
duced to the verge of starvation, and 
in their craving for food, ate the skins 
with which they were clothed. 

Finally, after all hope of rescue had 
been abandoned, the castaways were

FOREIGN CONSULS ASK ABOUT 
HIS CHARTERED VESSEL. 


Dictator Informs Them That He Has 
no Intention of Abandoning 
His Followers. 


MORALES WOULD LET HIM GO. 


PASSENGERS FROM GUATEMALA 
DISCUSS THE REBELLION. 


A Shameless Woman’s Dilemma—An

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO. Oct. 8.—The 
steamer City of Para arrived today 
from Central American ports, bringing 
‘the latest news of the revolution in 
Guatemala prior to the receipt of the 
dispatches telling of the recapture of 
Quezaltenango the government 
forces. While those on board had not 
heard of the retaking of Quezalten- 
ango, they are for the most part dis- 
inclined to accept the news, as they 
say that Barrios maintained a strict 
censorship over both press and tele- 
graph. | 

Shortly before the City of Para left 
San José, ten days ago, a conference 
of the American, English and French 
Consuls was held, as the result of 
which they waited upon President Bar- 
rios and asked for information as to 
the use which he proposed to make of 
the steamer City of Panama, inform-" 
ing him that it was currently rumored 
‘that he intended to leave the country. 
Barrios stated that he proposed to use 
the vessel for the transportation of 
troops, and had no intention of aban- 
doning his followers. 

On September 29 Morales issued a 
proclamation throughout the city of 
Guatemala, offering to allow Barrios to 
escape, in the hope of avoiding further 
bloodshed, but the City of Para sailed 
before Barrios’s response was made 
public: 


.Consul-General Carrillo today re- 


O€ived a dispatch to the effect that 
_ the revolution was at an end, and that 


Barrios was again in complete control 
of the situation, which was confirmed 
later on by several private cables to 
prominent business men who have 
large interests in Guatemala.  Isidor 
Schwartz. of the firm of Schwartz 
Bros., the mercantile agents of the 
Guatemalan government, in an inter- 
view, said: 

“As a matter of fact; the late revo- 
lution in Guatemala was led by Damuel 
Fuentes, brother-in-law of Gen. Bar- 
rios, and not. Prospero Morales, as the 
world has heen made to believe. Fu- 
entes was the father of the revolution, 
but hustled Morales to the front as 
his commanding officer. I have always 
argued the better classes were behind 
‘Barrios, and with a well-organized and 
otherwise superior military foree«the 
President has not been long in putting 
to rout his political enemies. The 
rainy condition of the roads caused 
much time to be consumed in reach- 
ing Morales’s army, but: when he did 
meet it, Morales retired, as he has just 
done at Quezaltenango. : 

“T regard Barrios’s victory as a most 
complete one, and predict that peace 
will be entirely restored within a very 
few days. for the majority of the peo- 
ple are for peace, and are satisfid with 
the Barrios administration, notwith- 
standing all reports to the contrary 
that have been received here.”

Her marital affairs would probably 
have been unheard of, had she not 
sued Shaw! for $600, which she claimed 


' to be due for services rendered. This 


morning, she found herself upon the 
horns of a dilemma, for when uves- 
tioned as to her relations with Shaw], 
for the purpose of showing that she 
Was not a proper person to have the 
custody of the two children, she was 
confronted with the choice of two 
evils.

The 
court, in deciding in Shaw’s favor, 
says: “The water company cannot, by 
attaching meters, or otherwise, impose 
upon consumers rates neither author- 
ized by the ordinance nor assented to 
by the consumer.” 


JAPANESE ADVICES, 


Ninety People Killed by a Typhoon. 
Dysentery—Hark Wrecked, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 8.—The.fol- 
lowing Japanese advices were received 
today by the steamer China from Yo- 
kohama: 

The Japanese government has offici- 
ally sanctioned the construction of a 
new harbor at Osaka. 

A submarine cable has just been laid 
from Hokkaido to the Kurile Islands. 

During the summer just closing over 
forty-sevén thousand cases of dysen- 
tery and about ninety-three hundred 
deaths from the same cause have been 
reported throughout the country. 

The Tokio Tramway Company, which 
is about to change the present system 
to that of an electric railway, has in- 
creased its capital 3,000,000 yen. 

The Foreign Department will next 
year establish legations in Belgium, 
Turkey and Spain and five consulates 
at Marseilles, Hamburg, Odessa, Cal- 
cutta and Kanko. 

During the typhoon which caused 
much damage, September 9, the Nor- 
wegian bark Alette, from Vancouver to 
Yokohama with a cargo of lumber, was 
caught at the entrance to Tokio Har- 
bor and dashed on the rocks at Tate- 
yama Bay and went to pieces. The 
captain, second mate, carpenter, stew- 
ard and two sailors saved their lives 
by jumping upon the rocks, but the 
chief mate and nine of the crew were 
drowned. 

Ninety persons were killed outright, 
390 injured and thousands of horses and 
other buildings were destroyed in the 
vicinity of Tokio by the typhoon. 


UNLUCKY POWDER MILLS. 


Another Explosion at Santa Cruz, 
J. Holliday Bruised. | 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SANTA CRUZ, Oct. 8.—At 1:45 o’clock 
this morning two distinct reports of 
an explosion at the powder works were 
heard here. They were not so loud as 
the ones which occurred last week, and 
awakened but few people. As powder 
making was only resumed Wednesday 
night for the first time since the 
prior explosion, and it was feared that 
the mills had been blown up, but inves- 
tigation showed that about one hun- 
dred pounds of powder used in the 
manufacture of cartridges had ex- 
ploded in the cooper shop. 

The fire which followed communi- 
cated with the cartridge factory, re- 
sulting in an explosion of many cart- 
ridges. As the other buildings are 
some distance away, the fire was con- 
fined to the cartridge factory and the 
cooper shop. 

As the dynamo was damaged, all 
electric lights at the powder works 
were extinguished. J. Holliday was 
bruised about the head by a piece of 
flying wood. The loss is estimated at 
several hundred dollars. 


THROWN FROM HIS HORSE, 


Sudden Death of Dr. Scott Helm at 
Phoenix, 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Oct. 8.—Dr. Scott 
Helm was thrown from his horse this 
evening, sustaining a fracture of the 
skull, from which death ensued within 
a few hours. The dccident occurred at 
the Maricopa and Phoenix depot, where 
Dr. Helm was watching the start of an 
Elk’s excursion for Tucson. 

The deceased was a native of Ken- 
tucky, 35 years old; a son of Judge 
Helm of Chicago; a graduate of Rush 
Medical College of Chicago, and has 
practiced in Arizona for about twelve 
years.

Current 
reports that the Russian government 
has obtained a concession from China 
to extend the transsiberian line through 
Manchuria to Port Arthur, as a more 
favorable tide-water terminal than 
Viadivostock, are pronounced by him 
to be untrue. 

He says that a syndicate of Rus- 
sians and Chinese will build a rail- 
road from a point on the transsiberian 
line through Manchuria to Viadi- 
vostock. The government will have its 
own line in Siberian territory to the 
same port. The syndicate is building 
its Manchuria extension as an invest- 
ment, because it will run through a 
rich and thickly-settled country. The 
road will cost the Russian government 
about $261,000,000, its total length out- 


side of Russia proper being 4776 
miles.

A WHITTIER BOY SUSPECTED. 


DETECTIVES ON THE CASE HAVE A 
GOOD CLEW. 


President Ripley and Party of the 
Santa Fe to Arrive Today—Will 
‘Investigate the Bakersfield 
Extension. 


Two attempts have been made during 
the past week to wreck the Southern 
Pacifico overland at the little station of 
Highgrove, near Riverside. Both were 
unsuccessful, and detectives are now 
on the trail of the miscreant who at- 
tempted the dastardly crimes. 

‘On Tuesday night last the engineer of 
train No. 338 was pulling out of High- 
‘grove when he discovered a cross-tie 
laid across the rails. Fortunately the 
train was not under full headway, and 
by the prompt use of the air brakes it 
Was stopped within a few feet of the 
obstruction. It was found that the tie 
was not fastened to the rails, and even 
had the engineer been unable to stop 
in time, it is probable the pilot of the 
engine would have thrown the tie clear 
of the track. Some of the most disas- 
trous wrecks in the history of. railroad- 
ing, however, have been caused by 
placing a tie on the rails, and when the 
Southern Pacific officials were notified 
of the attempt at train-wrecking, they 
at once ordered the company’s detec- 
tives to the scene, - 

The officers had hafdly got to work 
when the second attempt to wreck 
train No. 338 near the same place was 
reported. The last attempt was made 
on Thursday night. This time the 
train was under full headway, but the 
engineer, who knew. of the first at- 
tempt, was keeping a sharp lookout, 
and just after he left Highgrove, dis- 
covered that a heavy coupling link had 
been placed on the 
ably fastened. 

It was too late to stop the train, but 
fortunately the engine and cars passed 
‘over the link without further damage 
than a general shaking-up of the engi- 
neer and the men in the forward cars 
of the train.

TO END HIS PAIN. 


August Ernette Threw Himself Un- 
der a Train. 

Because he considered himself too old 
and infirm to be of any use to himself 
or any one else, August Ernette threw 
himself under amoving passenger coach 
in the Southern Pacific yards at River 
Station yesterday morning. The wheels 
of the rear truck passed over his chest 
diagonally, crushing the bones in his 
body d breaking his lower jaw. 
Death resulted instantly. 

Sheridan Vincent, a coal-heaver in 
the employ of the Southern Pacific 
Company, was an eye-witness of the 
tragedy. Vincent says he saw Ernette 
walking along the track and watching 
a train of passenger coaches that were 
being switched. Vincent supposed that 
the man was a tramp who was looking 
for a chance to steal a ride. Instead of 
that, the fellow deliberately threw him- 
self under one of the moving coaches 
and had his life crushed vut. The 
train was moving slowly at the time, 
and did not run more than ten or fif- 
teen feet after passing over Ernette’s 
body. The engineer and firemen were 
not aware of the occurrence before Vin- 
cent told them what he saw. 

The body was sent to Orr & Hines’s 
morgue where an inquest was to have 
been held yesterday evening, but it 


Was postponed on account of the ab-} 


sence of the Coroner, who had two other 
inquests on hand out of town. 

Ernette was a native of Lorraine, 57 
years of age, and broken down in 
health and fortune. He was formerly 
employed as a floor-sweeper in a Sec- 
ond-street drug store. He was af- 
flicted with neuralgia, and used mor- 
phine to quiet the pain. Three or four 
days ago he was admitted to the 
County Hospital. The attendants there 
gay he was very despondent, and spoke 
several times of committing suicide as 
the easiest way out of his troubles. 
Yesterday morning he got permission 
to go into the city after his overcoat. 
He went, instead, to the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad yards, where he watched 
the men switching cars for a while, 
then deliberately committed suicide. 

Ernette had no relatives in this 
country, but two brothers are said to 
survive him in Lorraine.

Sugar Beets at Buena Park. 


UENA PARK, on the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad, or Northam Station, 
as it is called on the Santa Fé Rail- 
road, is situated in the center of a 
large body of land suitable for sugar 
beets. This industry has been carried 
on there for quite a number of years 
past, and as good sugar beets as 
are grown anywhere in Southern 
California, or, in fact, in the world, 
have been grown there in ilarge 
quantities. With proper factory facili- 
ties ten times as many can be put in 
the market at any time. 

From Buena Park Station, on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, fully ten 
thousand tons of sugar beets and over 
have been shipped to the Chino factory 
this year, and before the season is over 
there will be far more, this being a fa- 
vorite section with the factory, al- 
though the beets must be shipped in a 
roundabout way about seventy miles. 

Fuel, one of the most important and 
largest items of expense in a sugar- 
beet factory, can be as easily and 
cheaply obtained at Buena Park as 
at any other place in California, or 
anywhere else, the oil wells being only 
a few miles away, from which it can 
be run by gravity through a pipe Jine 
without any pumping. 

Artesian water of the very best qual- 
ity is plentiful, easily obtained at a 
depth of 175 to 400 feet. 

There is lime rock of good quality 
within twenty miles, on the line .of 
railroad, or in the hills close by, at a 
distance of from two to six miles. 

Drainage and sewerage are easily ef- 
fected into creeks leading to the ocean, 
The pulp and all the by products of the 
factory can be utilized to full advant- 
age, owing to the great amount of live 
stock and the many creameries, etc., 
already there.

| Coast, “was simply because we cant get) 


the rock salt from our mines at the 
foot of Old Woman's Mountains, over 
to the railroad at Cadiz by traction 
engines fast enough to fill the in- 
creased orders of eattlemen and sup- 
ply this factory too. We make only 
table salt here, you see; fifteen tons a 
day of it, and it goes out as fast as we 
can make it now. We have met with 
not only a ready market for it, but 
also a very appreciative one. Our salt 
is never ground, and consequently is 
crystal remains unbroken, and in such 
case it does not solidify. Then, too, 
we can sell it cheaper than other salts 
can afford to sell for in this market. 
“The weakest link in our chain is 
limited transportation facilities be- 
tween the mine and the railroad. 
“We can handle only from forty-five 
to fifty tons per day there, and the 
cattlemen who are salting their cat- 
tle at this season want all of that. 
“We have a railroad arranged for 
there now, but we haven't got it built 
yet; as soon as it is, our capacity will 
be limited only by the general market 
for coarse salts direct from the mine 
and for fine salt from this place. That 
seems to extend from Oregon to Texas 
for both kinds, and to the beef-packers 
of Kansas City, Omaha, St. Louis and 
Chicago. Morris, Swift and Armour 
use about 100,000 tons per year, which 
is now supplied from Turks Island in 
the West Indies. But that is a softer 
salt than ours, more rapidly soluble, 
and hence it does not preserve the 
meat so long. They have seen our salt 
and will use it. es, we can supply 
it cheaper than the West India salt. 
“We expect rock salt here next week, 
and to be prepared then also to manu- 
facture dairy salt as well as table salt. 
“We have been turning out 150 to 166 
cases per day, and running nights ever 
since we started, We will put a 5-cent 
package on the market next week. 
“Heretofore we have put up none 
less than a 15-cent —. It is the 
same size as the nt package of 
other makes. 
“Our mine is 1025 acres in extent of 
the purest rock salt known. The depth 
is yet unknown, but there is practically 
no limit to the supply, and it is the 
only mine on earth that produces all 
grades of salt. Other salt mines and 
works are confined to their special 
product. We can supply any kind of 
salt desired. The capacity of the 
works here now is fifteen tons, and is 
only limited by the buildings which oc- 
cupy 100x202 feet of the lot, which is Sino 


feet square. 
“The capacity of the machinery is

San Diego Guano Trade, 

AN DIEGO is developing quite an 

industry in the gathering and ship- 

ment of guano. Some of this busi- 
ness has been carried on hitherto by 
poachers. Small boats, of from ten to 
twenty tons capacity, which scour the 
Pacific Coast of Lower California and 
the adjacent islands, bring in cargoes 
at irregular intervals, but larger ves- 
sels go further down the coast or into 
the gulf, and transact their business 


regularly through the Mexican cus- 
tomhouses at Guaymas or Magdaleng 


Bay. 
The San Diego Union of recent date 
says: 


ys: 

“The most enterprising of the local 
guano men, thus far, are Beermaker, 
Robbins & Co. They secure their 
guano from Magdalena Bay. the Gulf 
and from Sonora proper. They have 
secured large deposits of bat guano 
from a point inland from Guaymas, 
and Mr. Beermaker is there now, at- 
tending to shipments of the stuff. He 
says he will eventually send 1000 tongs 
on month to Riverside, via San Pedro,

is T 18 only ten years ago since the 
| Antelope Valley was regarded as @ 
| postion of the great Mojave Desert. 
' Phen it was discovered that fine wheat 
would be raised there. Later it Was 
‘ gound that the section along the west 
end of the valley was particularly well 
adapted to the culture of that delicate 
tree, the almond. In fact, wild almonds 
‘gre found growing there. During the 
past four or five years a number of 
“orchards have been set out, but not 
much progress has been made in settle- 
ment, because most of the men who 
‘went there were poor. One man with 
‘eapital and energy has gone into the 
almond-growing business in the Ante- 
lope Valley on a businesslike scale.

“Briefly put, the invention saves all 
the work of ordinary book-keeping be- 
tween the making out of the check 
by the sales clerk, -and the making 
out of the statement’ by the book- 
keeper. In other words, the day book 
and ledger are rendered entirely un- 
necessary. The ‘mackine.’ which is 
of the size of the ordinary office desk, 
answers the purpose v° desk, alphabeti- 
cal index, day book, ledger.and slip 
depository. 

The book-keeper’s under this 
system consists in simply transferring 
the items from the checks toa pad of 
paged and alphabetically-arranged 
statements and the depositing of the 
slips into the pigeon-holes in the ma- 
chine, or desk. 

‘As these statements are written in 
copying pencil, they are ready for de- 
livery at any day during the month 
after having been copied into a press 
copy book identically arranged and 
paged with the machine and _ state- 
ments. 

“As this system saves the work of 
two men out of every three, the 
patentee confidently predicts that it 
will in q very short time supersede all 
the old styles of book-keeping by 
books, which are not onlyexpensive, but 
complex and generally unsatisfactory.”

As anticipated, there is every pros- 
pect that the fire-hose contract will not 
be awarded in accordance with the 
recommendation of the Fire Commis- 
sioners.

It is 
thought the omission invalidates the 
proceedings and that it will be neces- 
sary to advertise ahew.

YOUTHFUL BURGLARS. . ... 


Robbed a Colored Man’s Room and 
Got Caught. 


Deputy Constable. Frank Auble, 
brother of Detective Walter 
captured a pair of young burglars yes- 
terday afternon, The prisoners are Al- 
bert Lewis, colored, and Ralph Lowell, 
white. | 
Auble was riding a bicycle ge n 
street about 5 o’clockps when he, saw 
two young fellows running east on 
Fourth street with several.men in hot 
pursuit. He asked one of the pursuers 
what the trouble was and was in- 
formed that the youths had stolen a 
guitar and were making their escape. 
Auble joined in the chase and overtook 
the fugitives at San Pedro street. 
When they saw the officer bearing 
down upon them; Lowell threw the 
guitar in the guter and said, “The 
game is up.” Auble made him pick 
up the instrument, and then, with his 
prisoners, started for the Police Sta- 
tion. At Fourth and Broadway, Lewis, 
the colored lad, took a revolver out of 
his pocket and dropped it on the pave- 
ment. The officer detected the act and 
vered the gun. 
developed the‘fact that the 
guitar and revolver were the property 
of M. T. Williams, a colored man who 
works in a store at First and Main 
streets, and rooms at No. 320% South 
Main. Williams had his windows 
spiked down, and carefully locked the 
door when he left his room about 3:30 
o’clock. An hour later, Lewis and 
Lowell knocked a large pane of glass 
out of one of the windows and entered 
the room. They broke open Williams’s 
trunk, took his $18 guitar and revolver, 
and were leaving again by the win- 
dow route when the occupant of an 
adjoining room saw them and gave the 
alarm.

A MYSTERIOUS CASE, 


YOUNG WOMAN WHOSE BODY WAS 
FOUND AT SANTA MONICA. 


She Was Seen Last Sunday in Com- 
pany with a Young Man—Elec- 
tric Car Ticket May Lead to, 
Identification. 


The case of the woman whose body 
was found floating in the ocean off 
Santa Monica Thursday was made more 
mysterious by yesterday’s develop- 
ments. 

‘Coroner Campbell had to spend most 
of the day in San Pedro, and accord- 
ingly requested Justice Guidinger to 
have six men view the remains and, if 
necessary, bury the body before he (the 
Coroner) arrived. Coroner Campbell 
arrived last evening and conducted an 
investigation. 

The appearance of the body indicated 
that the young woman might have been 
a domestic attired in her Sunday best. 
She had sandy-brown hair, a round, 
full face, brown eyes, small but regular 
lower teeth, larger upper teeth, but no 
fillings, wore a white and check shirt 
waist, a black cape, a leather belt. with 
silver buckles, a black skirt and rather 
heavy black button shoes. 

The condition of the hands defied in- 
vestigation; about the eyes were dark 
circles, as if she might have been dealt 
a heavy blow from some one’s fist. 

On the breast and under the shirt 
waist was found a leather purse, the 
only contents of which were 25 cents 
and a return ticket on the electric rail- 
way good from Santa Monica to Los 
Angeles. The date of the purchase of 
the ticket was punched as last Sun- 
day. With the punch mark and ticket 
number as clews, it was learned that 
Conductor L. B. Doan issued the ticket. 
He was seen by a Times reporter last 
evening and a description of the body 
was given. He was unable to recall 
having had any passenger tallying with 
the young woman’s description, but 
may be able to do so today by consult- 
ing his trip sheet for last Sunday. 

The jury rendered a verdict of death 
| by drowning. 

The body was kept at the undertak- 
ing rooms in Santa Monica during the 
day yesterday, and many people viewed 
it, but only one reported having seen 
the woman alive. 

William Steffy, who keeps a fruit 
stand, remembers that the woman, who 
was accompanied by a man, visited his 


noon and inquired when electric cars 
would leave for Los Angeles. Her 
male companion is described as about 
§ feet 9 inches in height, slim, and hav- 
ing a very light complexion. 

On account of its advanced decompo- 
sition the body was taken to the Santa 
Monica Cemetery last evening, but was 
not interred. The case will be further 
investigated. 

The only reasonable theory as to how 

the woman got into the water is that 
she fell or was knocked from the pleas- 
ure wharf at Ocean Park. The current 
near the beach usually moves north- 
erly, and such a current would have 
carried the body to where it was found 
~ far southerly from the Arcadia Ho- 
tel. 
. Mrs. Golf of this city found a woman’s 
gold watch on the beach yesterday not 
far from where the remains were _re- 
covered. ‘The timepiece is of Swiss 
manufacture and open-face construc- 
tion.

Marketing Fruit, 
HE following article was read be- 
fore the Farmers’ Institute at Co- 
vina by G. W. Taylor: 

It is generally recognized by all 
@en of sound business dquaifications 
that the’ valye of a commodity is 
usually based upon its selling qualities. 
It is valuable if it sells readily; more 
valuable if it sells readily and profit- 
ably, and most valuable if it sells 
readily, profitably and with continued 
satisfaction to the purchaser. Hence, 
the first step toward successfully mar- 
keting a product is to put ‘it into such 
form and condition thar it sells read- 
ily at the highest possible price, and 
that it he of such satisfactory quality 
that the demand for it is continuous. 

Having created a demand for a 
brand of oranges, lemons, berries or 
dried fruits, the next step toward suc- 
cessful marketing isto keep the con- 
tents of any package under a given 
brand always. the same as to quality 
and appearance (for it is not enough 
that the contents are good; they must 
look good,) and put up in the style 
of package demanded by the retailer. 
Third, we must. arrange for a contin- 
uous supply if we would reap. the 
benefit accruing from the first points. 

The first point is the one-with which 
we, as growers, have the most to do 
directly. I:need not urge upon your 
attention the stupidity of an inten- 
tionally dishomest pack, nor the worse 
than folly of a careless one. The 
quantity of everything we have to sell 
is becoming so large, and the competi- 
tion so keen, that the heretofore care- 
less. methods in hancling. deciduous 
fruits must be corrected, or the pres- 
ent extremely low prices will continue 
to prevail. California  fruit-growers 
must learn that in years of ordinary 
plenty the eastern market has but lit- 
tle use for dirty, half-ripe, half-rotten 
fruits bleached with the fumes of 


decent appearance. 

The time has arrived when selection 
and grading of fruits to be dried and 
the observance of a reasonable amount 
cf cleanliness must be the rule, and 
not the exception as now. 

I wish to 
ample experience, that the selected 
product invariably brings more money 
than. the whole when mixed. 
| What shall we do with the refuse? 
Well, it makes as good vinegar as the 
very finest that we,pay freight on 2500 
miles. 

The second point must be considered 
carefully, and the fruit put up in fox 
size and style of package demanded by 
whase market is to be sup- 
plied. 

Changes in size or style of package 
can only be successfully made by the 
large organizations and should never 
be attempted by the individual grower. 
Jobbers and retailers do not. take 
kindly to such changes unless upon a 
large scale, for the rexsun that with 
such an amount as an individual can 
furnish, by the time he has it well 
introduced the supply runs short, and 
his work goes for naught. . 

The third problem, the proper distri- 
bution to, and regular supply of all 
available markets, is one that seems 
nearer solution today than at any time 
during~thé“last’ ten years, so far as 
citrus fruits are. concerned, due 


wholly to the growers themselves. in 


their efforts to free tnemselves from 
the disastraus effects of the commis« 

The cxchange system, inaugurated 
four years ago, has accomplished much 
toward keeping the markets regularly 
suvplied but not glutted, during the 
season. It has practically supplanted 
the commission system. in handling 
citrus fruits; has forced fruit specu- 
lators to actually buy and pay good 
money. for fruit or go cut of business. 
I have to say, in justice to at least 


burning sulphur into something like a. 


ay as, one who has had: 


some of these firms, that they, while 
fighting the exchange for their’ lives 
and the protection of invested capital, 
have risen to the occasion, and have 
caused. heavy defections in the ranks 
of the exchange by honorable dealings 
and. verye fair cash returns to the 


, Tower. 


Another cause of this defection has 
been, and is, the itcn for place and 
nower by incompetent men, and the 
adoption of political methods in the 
conduct of what was intended should 
be a strictly codperative institution. I 
have witnessed the rise and fall of co- 
operative stores, of granges, of far- 
mers’ alliances, and each and all have 
been wrecked upon the one rock, 
namely, political methods. That theue 
men and such methods will eventually 
be relegated to the obscurity from 
whence they. came, and to which they 
belong, is most ardently to be de- 
sired, for on this, more than any one 
thing, depends the cessation of the 
process of disintegration which has so 
woefully depleted the ranks of the ex- 
change for the past two years. The 
saying that ‘“‘coiperation in the market- 
ing cf fruit is the salvation of Cali- 
fornia producers” is trite enough, but 
nevertheless true; it is an absolute 
necessity, and if we retain so much of 
Tt as we have, and extend its useful- 
ness, we must banish the methods now 
in vogue. as well as the men who 
inaugurate and attempt to perpetuate 
them. 

Another source of danger to this 
method of marketing cranges may be 
mentioned, and that is the tariff on cit- 
rus fruits. Everything that makes it 
easier to market these fruits is a 
menace to the exchange system. With 
an easy market, more easy -buyers and 
better prices, the growers will become 
careless, and’ will forget the haven of 
refuge that has sheltered and  pro- 
tected them these four years past. The 
average grower unfortunately sees 
nothing but actual cash per box re- 
ceived; he realizes nothing of the dif- 
ficulties of the market, of the differ- 
ences in cost in handling fruit one 
year with another, or of differences in 
cost due to a’change in methods, and 
as & result frequently rewards incom- 
-petence and condemns consummate 
ability. 

The remedy is a simple one, but oh, 
so hard to’apply! Being a. codpera- 
-tive institution it should be run by the 
peoplé; for thé people. If you let the 
politi¢ians rufi°your business you must 
not blame them if they run it to suit 
themselves. Let every grower attend 
every meeting; listen, learn, suggest, 
and vote your own stock. Give no man 
your proxy unless you are sick in bed, 
getting married or attending your own 
funeral, and I am not sure but the 
two last had better be postponed till 
after the annual meeting.

A Case of Overproduction, 

VERY dairy farmer in the land 

will prick up his ears at any sort 

of talk that relates to the question 
of future price of butter or cheese. 
Talk to him about what he can do to 
decrease the cost of production, save 
needless wasté, and secure greater 
economy, and a large portion of them 
will grow suddenly listless and indif- 
ferent. This is strange, but true nev- 
ertheless.. Every teacher, lecturer or 
manager of a creamery that is called 
on to deal with farmers in a collective 
capagsity will agree as to this feature. 
There is no good reason why this should 
be so. The amount of net cash a 
farmer is getting from his milk de- 
pends upon the amount it costs him to 
make that milk. If the cost is increased 
because he does not rightly understand 
the right economies of his business, 
then that lack of understanding adds 


to the cost of production. | 
not know that he is milking a lot of 


rance causes a big increase in cost of 
production... If he does not know how 
to feed a properly-balanced ration, that 
adds still more cost. If he does not 
know how to breed good cows, there is 
added another expense. If he does not 
understand the principles of good, 
healthy, comfortable stabling, then in 
comes still another cost. Look over 
the herds, stables and methods of thou- 
sands of farmers, and you can see ata 
glance that they are guilty of a lack of 
understanding in all these points. How, 
can such men hope to make a penny of 
profit? Invariably you will find that 
they do not know whether they are 
making profit or not. 
tented as lambs in what they don’t 
know. 

They are unwilling to spend a cent to 
get better knowledge, and thus get out 
of this know-little-and-do-less ’ rut. 
Their eyes are strained all the time to 
look at the market to see what price 
they are to get. They ought to know 
that they might look the market out of 
countenance forty times a day and not 
affect it the weight of a hair. 

But they can do something with the 
home end of their business. Why don’t 
they spring eagerly into the breach and 
stop the big leaks, and thus make a 
profit? It is a great mystery, and what 
makes it very discouraging is, that 
there is so great a number of just such 
farmers trying to keep cows, and flat- 
tering themselves they are making 
money at it.—[Hoard's Dairyman. 


The Feedin g of Poultry, 


[> is conceded by the majority of 


shouldforma part of the daily ration. 
As the digestive organs contain the 
least amount of food in the morning, 
it is desirable to feed the soft food at 
this time, for the reason that it will 
be digested and assimilated quicker 
than the whole grain. A mixture of 
equal parts, by weight, of corn and 
oats, ground, added to an equal weight 
of wheat bran and fine middlings, 
makes a good morning food if mixed 
with milk or water, thoroughly wet 
without being sloppy. If the mixture 
is inclined to be sticky the proportion 
‘of bran should be increased. A little 
linseed meal will improve the ‘mixture, 
particularly for hens during the molt- 
ing period, or for chickens when they 
are growing feathers. If prepared 
meat scraps or animal meal is to be 
fed it should be mixed with, this soft 
food in proportion of about one pound 
to twenty-five hens. It will be neces- 
sary to feed this food in troughs to 
avoid soiling before it is consumed. 

This grain*’ ration should consist 
largely of whole wheat, some oats, and 
perhaps a little cracked corn. This 
should be scattered in the litter, which 
should always cover the floor of the 
poultry-house. It is necessary to have 
the floor of the poultry-house covered 
with a litter of some kind to insure 
cleanliness. Straw, chaff, buckwheat 
hulls, cut cornstalks, all make excellent 
litters. The object of scattering the 
grain in this litter is to give the fowls 
exercise. All breeds of fowls that are 
noted for egg production are active, 
nervous, and like to be continually at 
work. How to keep them busy is a 
problem not easily solved. Feeding 
the grain as described will go a long 
way toward providing exercise. If the 
fowls are fed three times a day they 
should. not be fed all they will eat at 
noon. Make them find every kernel. 
At night, just before going on _ the 
perches, they should have all they will 
eat up clean. At no time should ma- 
ture fowls be fed more than they can 
eat. Keep them always active—always 
looking for another kernel of grain.

Whether all these vegetable oils are 
wholesome for food is not for me to 
gay, but they certainly should not be 
sold under fraudulent misrepresenta- 
tion or designation. All articles of food 
should be labeled and sold under their 
proper names, as by law made and 

rovided. Olive-growers do not object 

o the sale of other vegetable oils, but 
they, as well as all good citizens, con- 
G@emn the fraudulent practice of bot- 
tling, labeling and selling inferior and 
ee oils under the name of olive 
oil. 

The Times does not for a moment 
maintain that there is any excuse for 
parties who sell oils, other than olive 
oil, under the name of olive oil. What 
The Times desired to emphasize was 
that there are other pure vegetable 
oils which are of themselves not un- 
wholesome, although perhaps not so 
desirable or valuable as the oil of the 
olive. Such, for instance, as oil from 
Bunfiower seed, peanuts, cotton seed 
and mustard seed. As The Times said. 
it is impossible for the general public 
to consume olive oil in liberal quan- 
tities, while the price remains as high 
as at present, and as vegetable oil is 
3 wholesome and desirable addition to 
the daily bill of fare, it would be well 
if the public could obtain a plentiful 
supply of such vegetable oils,- but. they 
should always be sold under their 
proper name. 

In the Southern States cotton seed 
oil is now largely consumed by the 
public. It was recently sold in bulk 
at akout 30 cents or 35 cents a gallon, 
Herein California it ts sold in small 
bottles at from 15 to 25 cents per bot- 
tle under the name of olive oil.

Bradstreet’s Review, 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 
will say the distribution of general merchan- 
dise in the Central West and Northwest is 
further checked, owing to ‘the prolonged 
drought in Kentucky, Illinois and Kansas, 
portions of Missouri, Nebraska, lowa, Minne- 
sota and the Dakotas. Telegraphic advices 
to “Bradstreet’s report serious damage in 
Kansas and parts of Nebraska and Iowa, 
where early-plantéd wheat is up budding out; 
that planted later is not likely to sprout. Fall 
plowing is now impossible. Six weeks without 
rain has dried up pasiures and compelled 
farmers to feed stock. Manufacturing indus- 
tries throughout the West, particularly iron 
and steel, continue active, and there is en 
increasing fendency on the 
merchants to remit promptly. While the 
volume of trade has decreased at Chicago, it 
is ahead of the like record in recent years. 
There is an improvement in business in the 
South, Alabama having raised the quaran- 
tine against Georgia cities and central and 
northern Texas points having resumed com- 
mercial relationg with Galveston. Planters 
continue to hold cotton, which delays collec- 
tions. 
for cotton, which has been declining for 
some time; coal and clothing in sympathy 
with wool; for naval stores, under heavy pur- 
chasers by large traders; wheat, flour and 
eggs. Print cloths, lard, beef and sugar 
have declined; hides are weaker; lead is 
lower, and Bessemer pig sold off 650 cents 
a ton under heavy speculative efferings; not- 
withstanding which iron and steel markets, 
as a whole, remain active and firm. Exports 
of wheat (flour included as wheat) from both 
coasts of the United States and Canada this 
week show a heavy falling-off, aggregating 
only 4,835,641 bushels, against 56,834,000 bush- 
els last week, but compared with 4,050,000 
bushels in the week a year ago, and 2,224,000 
bushels in 1895. There are 237 business fail- 
ures reported throughout the United States 
this week, compared with 189 Jast week, 291 
in the week a year ago, 274 two years ago,

tomorrow that while failures were the small- 
est ever known in any quarter since 1892, and 
business payments through banks the largest 
by $68,000,000 ever known in September, the 
speculators who profess anxiety about Cuba 
or fever at the South, or a municipal election, 
still have some influence. Helping them just 
now is the fact that after extraordinary pur- 
chases for replenishment of stocks from about 
every section and town, there must neces- 
sarily be for a time less buying from that 
quarter. Yet business is still increasing. The 
productive force steadily enlarges, the distri- 
bution of wages affords an increasing fund. 
for purchases, and the foundations are laid 
for a larger, business hereafter. The week’s 
exchanges are 8.8 per cent. larger than in 
1892. Crop reporters who have widely dif- 
fered now agree in putting the yield of wheat 
about 580,000,000 bushels, which is nearly 
two hundred’ thousand bushels more 
that what is required for home use, keeping 
stocks as they were July 1, the lowest for 
several years. As foreign reports indicate a 
larger demand, and exports since July 1 have 
been nearly as heayy as in the past year, 
with 2,985,784 bushels from Atlantic ports, 
fldur included, for the last week, against 
2,240,571 last year, the recovery of 1% cents 
in price for the week is not without reason. 
Western receipts continue to exceed last 
year’s 8,001,221 bushels, against 7,243,969 for 
the week. A large increase in the production 
of pig iron and heavy realizing sales of lots 
held on speculation have caused a decline of 
15 cents to $10.60 for Bessemer at Pittsburgh, 
though gray forge there has advanced 25 
cents, and pig iron is stronger at Chicago 
and eastern markets. But finished products 
grow stronger, with a demand outrunningy 
the capacity of the works in operation in 
many branches, so that delays in delivery 
in sheets and tin-plate bars are embarrassing, 
and in some other branches orders cannot 
be filled within one or two months. Building 
of more vessels on the lakes and sea coast, 
—_7 orders for sheets, bars, rods and pipe, 
ave caused advances averaging half of 1 
per cent. for the week on all classes, but 
the net general gain is not yet quite 10 per 
cent from the lowest part. Reports of com- 
bination in steel rails are denied, and it is 
said that only three large producers will 
agree on prices, while the rod and wire com- 
t appears to be still in the future. Wool 
ed now reached an average cf 20.37 cents 
per pound for 100 quotations of domestic by 
Coat & Bros. of Philadelphia, showing a rise 
of 8 cents since a year ago, with a much 
heavier rise of some qualities, but from an 
average decline of 11 cents from March, 1893. 
Speculative sales ‘still account for most of 
the aggregate, which has been at the chief 
markets 14,334,000 pounds for the week, of 
which 8,955,890 were domestic, but manufac- 
turers are purchasing some wool for mixture 
with the cheaper wools, and held for some 
months past. The rise has so greatly exceeded 
the advance in prices of woolen goods that 
the mills might have to pause but for the 
very large stocks urchased in advance. 
Goods are strong, with a further advance in 
some grades, but in the aggregatee thus far 
not 30 per cent. from the lowest point, against 
60 per cent. advance in the average price of 
wool. Failures for the week were 212, against 
296 last year, and 29 in Canada, against 46 


last year.

NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—The bulls were ap- 
parently impressed with a belief at the open- 
ing of the stock market today that the he- 
ginning of the force of the import movement 
in rent would effect a turn in the market 
and send prices upward again, after the long- 
sustained reaction. Their confidence was dis- 
sipated very soon after noon, and the market 
became almost lifeless. Business was of the 
lightest possible description, and fluctuations 
were narrow and unimportant, Many promi- 
nent stocks being neglected. Sales for the 
day for all stocks were only 250,000 shares. 
The bears have apparently come to the end of 
their campaign, and there is not a large buy- 
ing contingent to take stocks, even at the 
low level. The market seems, in fact, to have 
swung to a standstill. The announcements 
today of gold engagements for import footed 
up a total of $6,350,000, and if this amount all 
but $1,500,000 comes from London. Today’s 
engagement of $1,500,000 in Paris is the first 
o come from that center of the total move- 
ment, which now foots up $8,150,000. This is 
entirely at variance with all the prophecics 
made by the financial authorities, who have 
foretold that London could easily shift the, 
demand for the gold from the Uni States 
upon Paris. London has apparently viewed 
with great equanimity the increasing deman 
upon its gold reserves. The Bank of E 
has gone on expanding its loan in the face 
of the troublesome drain upon its gold, and 
no change was made on Thursday in its rate 
of discount. The open market discount in 
London has remained about steady up to to- 
day, when it hardened slightly, and the same 
thing was true in Paris in response to the 
gold engagements. The effect in New York 
while it was almost wunappreciable on the 
stock market, was perceptible in the money 
and exchange market. Time money was dis- 
tinctly easier, rates being lower at 3 per 
cent. for 60 days, and up to 4 per cent. for 
four and six months, Actual rates of sterling 
exchange advanced %, and posted rates % 

r cent. Tomorrow's bank statement is ex- 

ected to show a less marked contraction of 
oans and a smaller falling-off in deposits 
than has been the case for two weeks past, as 
a result of the demand for currency from the 
interior.

CHICAGO, Oct. 8.—Although the Liverpool 
market opened at a decline of 34d from , 
yesterday, the local market showed no su 
disposition. Opening sales were at 4@%c ad- | 
vance, and soon the market was %@%sc ‘above 
the previous day’s closing price. There Was 
a decided tendency among fle local traders . 
to cover all deals, and remain even on the 
market during the coming. two days’ inter- 
mission, both factions being a little nervous 
over the possible developments in the drought 
situation between now and Monday. De- 
cember wheat, which closed yesterday at 91%, 
opened today at 91%@981%. The shorts got in 
their work first, the result being an advance 
to 92%. The price dropped to 91 cents shortly 
afterward, and from that the market hung 
around that figure. The world’s visible supply 
of wheat and flour October 1 showed a total 
equal to 19,600,000 bushels of wheat, against 
87,100,000 bushels September 1, and 151,300,000 
bushels on October 1 last year. The stocks 
in store in principal European ‘countries 
October 1 were 31,100,000, against 23,600,000 
bushels a month ago, and 30,800,000 bushels a 
year ago. Receipts for the day at Minneapolis 
and Duluth aggregated 1126 cars, against 1096 
cars last ravage and 1460 last* year. Chicago 
receipts were 202 cars. Primary market re- 
ceipts were 1.573,000. bushels, against 1,169,000 
bushels a year ago. New York reported ex- 
ort engagements of 38 boat loads. The Mich- 
gan crop reports showed a total yield of 
24,925,000 bushels wheat this year, against 
15,720,000 last year. This news apparently had 
as little influence as did the Liverpool mar-: 
ket. An important fact concerning the, Hun- 
garian wheat crop was entirely lost. Beer- 
bohm figures £0,000,000 bushels, against 87,009, - 
000 bushels as his previous estimate, and 
against 48,000,000 as the crop last year. The 
Liverpool weakness was explained by the :fact 
that there had been hedging sales there 
against the No. 2 spring wheat recently sent 
from Chicago. It is expected that the visible 
supply s.atement Monday will show an in- 
crease of 1,500,000 bushels, against 2,300,000 in- 
crease a year ago. The Modern Miller, which 
has; heretofore been quite bearish on the sit- 
uation, was out in an extremely bullish state- 
‘ment regarding the unprecedented drought 
and limited area seeded. Corn was weak most 
of the sessjon, with the trade a good deal 
on the evening-up order. Drought talix ‘seemed 
to have lost its influence for the time being. 
as cash offerings were liberal. Oats were dull 
and moved within an exceedingly narrow 
range, prices being influenced almost en- 
tirely by the action of corn. Trading in pro- 
visions was light. The market opened weak 
rallied with wheat, and declined again. :

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


A MAN FOUND DEAD UNDER PECU- 
LIAR CIRCUMSTANCES. 


While Drunk He Fell Down and 
Was Apparently Smothered in 
the Dust—Return of the Train- 
ing Ship Adams—Fight Over the 
Garbage Crematory. - 


- SAN DIEGO, Oct. 8.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Andrew Clancy, recently released from 
the County Jail, where he served a sentence 
of twenty days for stealing tools from a 
building on Union street, was found dead 
Thursday evening on Newton avenue, lying 
face down in the dust. When found by Mrs. 
Nasgar of Twenty-fourth street, his body 
was still warm. Close by him was a one- 
gallon lard can containing a small quantity 
of wine. 

Clancy has been considered rather weak 
minded for some time, and has attempted 
several times to commit suicide. It is be- 
lieved that while helplessly intoxicated Clancy 
fell upon the ground with his face in the 
dust and smothered to death. The deceased 
has one relative in this portion of the country, 
his mother, and she is an inmate of the 
County Hospital. 

An inquest was held over the remains this 
morning, the verdict of the jury being that 
death resulted from some unknown cause. 

THE ADAMS RETURNS. 

The United States training ship Alams, 
which left this port a few days ago for 
Mazatlan, returned unexpectedly yesterday 
on account of the serious illness of Surgeon 
Stone. The Mazatlan trip as a result has 
been abandoned, and the ship, after remain- 
ing here about two’ weeks, will go direct to 
Magdalena Bay for drill practice, and then 
to Honolulu. This ship has aboard eighty 
boys. between the ages of 14 and 17 years, 
who are being trained for naval service. 
While the Adams was leaving the bay a few 
days ago the officers report that one of the 
boys jumped overboard and attempted to 
swim ashore, but when a short distance from 
land he gave out and called for help. A 
boat was quickly lowered and the youngster 
was brought safely aboard, since which time 
he has been one of the best lads in the 
crew. 

THE COUNCIL’S SPECIAL MEETING. 

A special meeting of the Common Council : 
was held Thursday evening for the purpose 
of determining upon the location of the 
garbage crematory, but the meeting adjourned 
without its object being accomplished. A 
large delegation of residents from the Sev- 
enth and Bighth Wards was present, and 
they made themselves heard in a way that 
seemed effective. with the members of the 
municipal body politic. 

Both branches of the Council resolved them- 
selves into a committee of the whole to hear 
the argument and evidence that was to be 
produced, and then the City Attorney was 
called upon to give the legal status of the 
muddle. The Council does not appear to want 
to take the responsibility of selecting a site 
for the crematory, and the residents of the 
Seventh and Eighth wards are bringing such 
pressure to bear upon them that they feel 
inclined to compel the crematory company to 
remove the building from where it is now 
being located. This cannot be done without 
the consent of the company, and it refuses to 
move unless paid damages to the extent of 
$3000. This amount of money the Council 
avers cannot be spared for this purpose, from 
the municipal funds, and the Seventh and 
Bighth ward people declare they will not per- 
mit themselves to be robbed to any such un- 
reasonable extent; that they prefer to carry 
the war into the courts. The question finally 
narrowed down to the proposition as_ to 
whether or not the city would live up to its 
proposition or annul it. Some thought the 
crematory company could probably be paid a 
sufficient sum so that its contract could be 
withdrawn entirely, and the project of erect- 
ing a garbage crematory abandoned alto- 
gether. A committee was finally appointed, 
consisting of Messrs. Dodson, James and Wil- 
Mamson, to confer with the company with a 
view to annulling the contract. The Seventh 
and Eighth ward: residents are not satisfied 
with the action of the Council. They are will- 
ing to accept an annulment of the contract, 
but until that is done they want some assur- 
ance that the company will not go ahead 
and complete the building. Accordingly an- 
other mass meeting was called at Noble’s Hall 
for this evening to further consider what de- 
cisive steps should be taken by them. And 
thus doth the merry war continue.

SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 8.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] Charles H. Mattingley today 
filed a notice of intention to move for a new 
trial against the county, to recover $137, the 
amount alleged to be due him for steno- 
graphic work at coroner’s inquests, at the 
verbal request of Dist.-Atty. Daley. The case 
was recently tried before Judge Day of Santa 
Barbara county, sitting for Judge Oster, when 
judgment was rendered in favor of the county. 
Mattingley bases his appeal on the ground 
that the decision was rendered on insufficient 
evidence. 

TROUBLE OVER A TOLL ROAD. 

An amended complaint was filed today in 
the case of W. A. Valje, administrator of 
the estate of M. Vale, deceased, M. W. Vale, 
and N. A. Vale vs. the Arrowhead Reservoir 
Company. The defendant company has a 
toll road running over the San Bernardino 
Mountains in the north end of the valley, and 
terminating in Little Bear Valley. The road

HOME PRODUCTS EXHIBIT. 


Plans for Opening Day—Scheme for 
the Interior, 


At a meeting held yesterday after- 
noon by the Executive Committee on 
the permanent exhibit of home prod- 
ucts, definite arrangements were made 
for placing the exhibits in the Crystal 
Palace, and for opening day. 

This was set for January 2, 1898, and 
no pains will be spared to make it as 
imposing as possible. An industrial 
parade, in which all exhibitors are in- 
vited to take part, is scheduled for 
the afternoon, and a reception for the 
evening, to which all the members of 
the Merchants’ and . Manufacturers’ 
Association and their friends will be 
invited. The committee will ask the 
railroad companies to run excursion 
trains from the surrounding towns, so 
that-outside dealers may have an op- 

rtunity to participate in the rejoic- 
ngs. 

Every effort will be made to plan 
the interior of the building with a view 
both to utility and artistic effect. The 
Main street entrance will be eighteen 
feet wide, arched, and decorated with 
palms and potted plants. The forty 
booths which will extend down either 
side of the hall will be arched also, 
and separated by low railings, so that 
the whole vista is unobstructed. The 
main aisles are to be ten feet wide, 
with a center space large enough to 
accommodate fourteen exhibit stalls. 

A fountain with double basins will 
occupy the center of the hall. It will 
be built on a concrete foundation, 
raised ten feet from the floor, and 
bordered with ferns and palms. Seats 
will be placed all around the base of 
the fountain. The hall will il- 
luminated with incandescent. lights, 
two in each booth, and with four large 
arc lights. 

The Los Angeles-street entrance will 
have a staircase which extends to a 
large Merchants’ Exchange and assem- 
bly room, 50x50 feet in size. The 
north side of the building is to be 
given over to the directors’ room, sec- 
retary’s room and ladies’ room. 

The committee is just now stirred 
up over an alleged advertising eet 
which is being sent to manufacturers 
and dealers all over the city. It is 
ealled the “Home Products Exhibitor, 
Herald of the Home Products Perma- 
nent Exhibit.”” The committee not 
only declines to authorize it. but re- 
fuses to allow it to be distributed in 
the exhibit hall that is yet to be.
